THEY DEMAND GOLD MONEY. 


Natioval Democrats of Massachusetts Con- 
demn Free Silver Coluage and 
Favor Arbitration. 


Boston, Muass., Sept. 80.—The State 
Convention of the National Democratic 
party of Massachusetts was held in 
Faneuil Hall to-day. It was the second 
time that the representatives of the party 
have met for the purpose of placing a 
gubernutogiul ticket in the field, Tol- 
lowing is an abstract of the platform as 
adoptet: 


“We adhere to and insist upou the 
maintenunce of the present gold stan- 
dard. We believe that the free coimage 
of silver at uw ruuo of 16 to 1, when 
present commercial ratio is neurly 40 to 
1, would be destructive to the interests 
of the wige-earners, of dcpositors in 
Saviligs bunks, of the insured, of the 
veterans, and of the whole people, We 
believe that the payment of debts, pub- 
lic or private, in dollars of less intrinsic 
value than those in which they were 
contracted is dishonest. Wherefore we 
readin our allegiance to the great fin- 
ancial principle which guided Jefferson, 
Jackson and Olevelund—that it is the 
sole function of the Federal Government 

monetary matters to provide a stan- 
dard of value and to coin metallic money 
every dollar of which shull be of equal 
intrinsic value; that uothing but this 
coined money shall be legal tender, and 
that the Government shall not carry on 
4 banking business, 

“We favor arbitration for the settle 
ment of all international disputes. 

“We oppose all extensions of the boun- 
darics of the United States which would 
bring under its government misses of 
people untitted for American citizenship, 

"While we believe that the power of 
injunctions, if properly used, is benefi- 
cial, we demand, however, that com 
binations of laborers, formed without 
mulicious intent and using peaceable 
methods, shall be permitted by statutes 
aod shall not be restricted by injune- 
tions. 

“We oppose the revolutionary doctrines 
of the Chicago platform; and we deplore 
all attempts to create class and social 
diasension,”’

Strawberry Piants For Now Beds, 
As soon as the crop from each variety 
is over clean off the mulohing, fork 
slightly and plunge 244 inch pots in 
every other row, so that the pots are 
just below the level of the ground. 
Keep the runner in place on the pets 
with small stones. If not convenient 
to do that, use wire about the thick- 
ness of a pin, cut into two inch lengths 
and doubled. We now use thin one inch 
staples. The ground for the plants 
should bhaye been selected, heavily ma- 
nured (don’t uso cow manure), and now 
bringing « crop of early vegetables to 
maturity, which should all be out of 
the way before the middle of July. As 
soon as possible thereafter plow under 
another coat of short rotten manure 
and harrow. 

Tho plants being ready in pots they 
can be successfully planted in the dry- 
est weather if necessary by marking out 
the linea with the hoe, as if for seed 
planting, and then running water along 
the drills. Cover and keep the ground 
raked. Our plants are set out in lines 
246 feet apart and the plants 9 inches 
in the line about the third week in July, 
depending somewhat on a chance thun- 
der shower about that time. The only 
special points to mention are to have 
the ground reasonably firm and the 
plants firmly set, so that they will not 
settle and the crowns become covered 
with soil.—Cor. American Gardening. 


Propogating Gooseberries. 

The gooseberry may be grown from 
cuttings as is the currant or by mound 
layering. By this method the old plants 
are headed back to induce the forma- 
tion of strong new shoots near the sur- 
face of the ground, Late in June or in 
July, or when the new wood has be- 
come somewhat hardened, a mound of 
earth is made about the ‘‘stool,’’ the 
earth being about four or five inches 
deep above the bases of the shoots, In 
the fall the oarth is removed and the 
rooted shoots are cut off and planted at 
once in well prepared soil, or they may 
be tied in bundles and treated as cut- 
tings until the following spring. If 
care ia used in removing shoots during 
the winter, propagation from the same 
plants may proceed indefinitely from 
year to year, says Professor Munson in 
®& paper read before the Maine Pomo- 
logical society.

ALL ABOUT CURRANTS. 


Destrable Varieties—Data on Yields—Cul- 
tural Notes—A New Variety. 

At the New York station, where elab- 
orate teste are being made in currant 
culture, the bushes are set four feet 
apart in six or seven foot rows and each 
plant is given a forkful or two of stable 
manure in the fall. Shallow summer 
cultivation is given until August, and 
in the fall the bushes are pruned, all 
canes of 5 years old being removed. 

Cherry and Fay are regarded as the 
most desirable of 18. varieties of red 
currants on aceount of bearing large, 
thin skinned fruit, well filled with rjch 
juice or pulp. Prinoe Albert, London 
Red and Victoria have given larger 
average yields, but the fruit is smaller, 
and in the case of London Red the clus- 
ters are very short. Gf the 6 varieties 
of white currants (Ribes rubriém) de- 
scribed, White Dutch gave the) 
yield, followed by White Grape ahd 
Ohampion. — 

For propagation of currants the cut- 
ting method is proferred, the cuttings 
to be made from ripe, hard wood in the 
fall, stripped of their foliage, and either 
planted at once, if oarly in the season, 
or tied in bunches and buried about six 
inches deep in the earth until spring, 
with the buds upward to keep the top 
buds dormant. In this case the cuttings 
may bo set out as soon as the ground is 
fit to work in the spring. The soil for 
growing cuttings should be rioh, well 
drained and thoroughly pulverized, and 
the cuttings should be placed in long 
trenches with the top buds just above

the surface. Strong 1-year-old plants 
aro rogarded as the most desirable for 
setting. 

Ourrants may be planted either in 
fields to themselves or in vineyards be- 
tweon the trellises, The distance be- 
tween the bushes varies with tho vigor 
of each variety, but about four feet 
apart in six foot rows is considered a 
good practice, Annual ferbiliging with 
barnyard manure and some commoerolal 
fortilizor is considered necessary, and 
clean, shallow cultivation should be 
given until the end of summer. Prun- 
ing in either bush or tree form is re- 
garded os preferable to allowing old 
oanes to romain on the planta, 

In addition to the foregoing oxtractsa 
from a station report is here reproduced 
from Rural Now Yorker an illustra- 
tion of the Pomona ourrant introduced 
for the first time this season. Although 
the clusters are not largo and tho ber- 
rion are of medium #lee, the Pomona in 
regarded with interest beonuse it ia 
claimed that it has made the greatest 
actual acreage ou reverd.

Mr. Ponton's Trial to Begin 
in That Town To-morrow. 


Untruce-A 
Cluc--It 
Alleged a Party in Belleville Will 


Rumors of Other Arrests 


Screwdriver the Only is 


be Arrested--Detectives Were in 


the City Yesterday. 

The arrest of Mr. W. H, H. Ponton at 
Napanee in connection with the Dominion 
Bank robbory created a sensation in the 
city which has not in the least abated, 
Everyone who knew * Billy,” and that 
means a large proportion of the population 
of Belleyille, is loth to believe he had any 
hand in the robbery. 




















Detectives working on the case have 
boon in che city from time to time for 
several days past. ‘lwo of them were here 
last night and it is alleged they have under 
their eyes a well-known citizen, It was 
also stated by a party who should know 
something of the case that the man above 
referred to would soon be arrested. 

Tho lawyer story mentioned in the 
Toronto papers yesterday has been oxplod- 
ed. A Belleville lawyer, while in Napa- 

oe some time ago, casually asked a party 
Af no watchmon were employed at the 
banks, and when told there were none, re- 
markéd that they might be robbed sowe 
time, or words to that effect. 


A despatch from Napanee says : 


Napanee, Uct. 6.—(Special,)—The town 
is still in a furore of excitement over 
the arrest of W. H. Ponton, teller in 
the Dominion Bank. ‘The rumors are 
many and of great variety, and the peo- 
ple talk of nothing else but the rob- 
bery. 

The trial will come off Friday moin- 
ing, and only part of their evidence will 
be put in by the detectives, ‘They think 
that they are on the way to the recoy- 
ery of part of the stolen money. 

Are. Ponton arrived to-day, in com- 
eA with BE, Gus Porter and William 


Northrup, ex-M.P., both prominent liw- 
yers in Belleville, who will plead tha 
case for the defendant, 


About the only clue found in connec- 
tion with the robbery is a screw-driver 
which was found on the premises, Two 
or three persons can testify to the own- 
ership of it, the handle of which is ouly 
a rough piece of wood. The steel part 
looks as if it was lately forged, us the 
steel is still blackened, and it docs not 
look as if it had been much used. 

Mrs. Ponton tried to-day to get an 
jnterview with her son, but found that 
she coukl not, except in the oe oe) 
of the detectives, so on the advice of 
her counsel she did not interview him. 


Although very little can be learned of 
the facts of the casethere are expected to be 
some very startling revelations wnen the 
trial comes off on Friday next. It is 
rumored that Durand and Greene are 
also arrested, and will bs brought here to 
give evidence on Friday. Detectives and 
authorities are very reticent over the 
affair, and n» new facts, The report that 
others have been urrested in connection 
with the affair is untrue. 

The Chief of Police and dotectives search- 
ed his room in the Grange block to-day in 
quest of evidence, but what was found, if 
any, wil) not be known until the proper 
time.

Sie Wilfrid alluded to the tragle Incident 
of Sir John Thompson's death and the ser 
vices at Westminster Abbey, which had, 
however, proved a bond of sympathy be- 
tween the Old Land and Canada, 

Sir Wilfrid referred at length to hin visit 
to Wogland, declaring, "I did the best for 
my native country, and he quoted the text 
of the German treaty In support of lis 
statement. 

In concluding his speech Sir Wiifrid re- 
clted the beneficial legistation to remove 
a disgrace to Canada—the sweating system 
and the adoption by the Government de.

Moreover, just before he hre 
reached that yUlage,farmers who drove 
in reported the woods to be ablaze 
for miles, and expressed the opinion 
that more than one would be unable 
t reuch i place of sufety before be- 
ing overtaken by the fiery elemeny.” 

The fires ovigini&ted from fires set in 
different places by the farnrers for the 
purpose of clearing the brush from 
land, and have been burning for a 
oouple of weeks, Day after day, how- 
eVer, as there has been no rain, the ad- 
joining woods have become drier, - 1d 
when a strong wind set in Monday 
night and yesterday morning, the brash 
fires communicated to the cedar 
swamps, und in a short time miles of 
bush land were in James, 

The farmers in the section who have 
not been burned out have placed their 
houses and barns at the disposal of 
the homeless, and are providing us 
much food as possible, but the relief 
offered, while it is all that can be for 
he present, is not at all in proportion 
to the number who are suffering. 

At South Indiam there are only a 
few houses left of what was once a 
thriving and prosperous village of some 
400 inhabitants. Four deaths are also 
reported. They are Mrs, Leyvielle, her 
sister, Misa Stiles, and Mrs. Levielle’s 
two children. They are very badly 
burned, wand two of the bodies had 
cracked open from the effects of the 
fire. They rushed from their house to 
escape to the clearing, but the sinoke 


surrounded ‘thems aml they lost 
their way They ran on into ithe 
flames and so lost their lives, Their 


house was one of those not burned. 

An hour after the first house in 
South Indian caught there were not 
half-a-dozen houses In the village 
standing. About GO houses were dec- 
stroyed, as weil as the Royal Hoicl, 
kept by J. IX. Quesnetle, the Goddard 
Hotel and the Gauthier House, the 
large general store of the Edwards 
Trading Company, and Morse Shaver's 
store, 

The fire had been burning in the 
bush for some days, and about 1.80 
yesterday it struck the village of Ous- 
selman. The inhabitants made an ef- 
fort to save some of their effects, but 
Were in the majority of cases unsuc- 
cessful. There are about 100 families 
homeless and wandering through the 
burned fields. Some have been taken 
to friends outside of the village by 
train and by vehicles, There were 
four mills.in the village burned: Mr, 
MeLennan’s saw mill and some 2,000,- 
000 fect of lumber, loss $12,000, with 
an insurance of $800; Mr. .J N. Cou- 
pal, flour and lumber mill and lumber, 
loss $15,000, insurance $5000; Baker 
Bros.’ brick yard, loss $2000, no in- 
surance; J, King, brick yard and _ pri- 
yate house, loss $5000, a small iasur- 
anve; /Casselman Cold Storage Co.'s 
bnikling and stock, $8000, insurance 
$4500; filled with cheese and* meat;

The village of Cheney is said to be 
entirely burned up. The exteut of the 








damage in the country districts will pot 
be known for some days, 

The vesidents proceeded to Rockland 
for safety. Tully two hundred families 
have been rendered homeléss by the 
coullagration, and any assistance given 
by the police of Ottawa and surround 
ing places will be gladly veeelved. In- 
deed, aid must be fv heoming at once, 
for the people are uew without even the 
necessities of life. Cusselman inchiuded 
about sevinty-live or a hundred houses, 
Jumber mill, erst mill, Yurniture fuctory 
and several other business places of im- 
portance, The population is about 500, 
South Indian, eight miles to the west 
and nearer Ottawa, comprised about 
sixty houses, two saw mills and two 
general stores. The residents numbered 
about BUO, Cheney's Station, situated 
on the Ree''s=d branch of the OC. A. R., 
included fifteen to twenty dweHings and 
a general store, 

At Kuzubazua the flames also did a 
lot of damage. At one time the store 
of MeGinn & Abbott was in great dan- 
ger, also the dwelling of James Crain 
and the Iroquois Hlouse, The contents 
of these buildings were remoyed to the 
scuth of the yillage. Women and chil- 
dren were frantic. Mr, McKenney met 
with a painful accident, He was stand- 
ing on the top of the ladder, throwing 
water onto the roof of Irwin's shop, 
and some parties passing caught the

The light rain which fell last night 
had the © of retarding the spread 
of the fire, but there is a heavy west 
wind blowing now, which means a con- 
tinuation of the devastation. 

The smoke is so dense that it is al- 
most impossible for persons driving to 
see their horses ahead of them.

“In discussing 
lumber question 
back Into the past us 
future. Prior to 1800, De- 
ginning with the Unme the Michigan mifis 
began taking sawlogs in quantities from 
Canada, and conditions were equal, there 
belug a §2 export duty charged on the 
log by the Canadlan Government ana ua 
$2 Import duty charged on sawn lumber 
by the American Government, and In this 
way the condition of tha sawmill In- 
dustry of the two countrics was on an 
equality. 

“In “1890 the Michigan mills and those 
supplying logs to them from Canada agi- 
tated for a removal of the export duty 
on logs, which resulted in an agreement 
that the American Government should re- 
duce the import duty on lumber to $1, ana 
the Canadian Government withdrew tne 
export duty of $2 on logs—under the Wil- 
son bill the American Government pnt 
lumber op the free Hst. The Presidential 
ection of 1896 resulted In the return to 
power of the Republican party, who aayo- 
cated a protective policy, but this Is the 
samme party who made the agreement with 
Canada, that if there was no export duty 
charged on siwlogs, the Import duty on 
sawn lumber should only be $1. 

“After the President-elect was Installed 
and the Congress of 1897 had assembicd, 
the Dingley tiriff bill was Introduced 
with a $2 Import rate on sawn lumber. 
The Michigan mill owners, knowing that 
thiy was a breaking of » national agree- 
iment made on thelr behalf between roe 
Government of the United States and the 


Government of Canada, sought by legts- 
lation at Washington to prevent Cannua 
returning to the conditions existing before 
the J, Blaine agreemeur 

“They therefore inserted n clause by 
which a $4 rate will be cnarged when 
Canada exercises Its unquestioned right 


and returns to former conditious of u $2 
export duty on logs against a $2 Impors 
duty on lumber. In this way, through 
legislation at Washington, the Michican 
mill has the advantage over the Cana- 
dian. 

“What remedy do we propose whereby 
Canidian mills may be placed on even 
terms? 

“Firat. Should we impose an export duty 
on logs? This we believe Is unnecessary, 
as there Is a simplor and better method, 
viz,; by asking our Provinciat Goverment 
to udd to the Hcenses to cut Umber, when 
reIssued on April 30, 1898, a clause that 
all sawlogs shall be manufactured Into 
lumber at Canadian mills. 

“This is not a new condition; It 
approved of by Order-in-Councll, and 
erned in the late sale apd in one pro 
Yious, but has not been auserted In the 
Ikeense, and has been, so far as a former 
gale, inoperative, 

“What will be the effect? It will give 
employment at the Georglan Bay sawinills 
to 4000 men and boys at the milla atone, 
for from six to elgit moncos In the year, 
besides beneliting all other Industries In- 
cident to the production of the mitt ma- 
chinery and supplies Incldent to a mann- 
facturing plant. 

“We have mills at present on the Geor- 
glan Bay capable of cutting 350,000,000 feet 
of lnmber by working onty 10 hours per 
day. If night crews were used 500,000,000 
feet eould be cut. 

“Now, the question is, whethet® it Is In 
the public Interest that the Canadlin mills 
should get fair play and saw 850,000,000 
or that they shonld be maced at a disad- 
vantage of $2 per thousand reer, as nedinstl 
Michigan mills; whether they sll! saw 
100,000,000 feet of Canadian logs and attow 
300,000,000 feet to be sawn In Michigan? 
That fs the question for toe Government 
aud the people of this province to deciac, 

“The Unber cot under Heense la the 
property of the people, should be dealt 
with for the benefit of the people, and If 
this principle Is admitted our case Is 
wou, for no one would deny that It woud 
be in the public [oerort, firat, to conserve 
our forest, next, to ive guployment to 
our clUzens, Can the Goveinment of On- 
turlo interfere with a Heense Issued wore 
Ing the current year? Phat question 1 
would auswer by citing additional re;yula- 
tions just recently Issued. This new mga 
lation being a new condition, docs It at 
tach to present Hcenses or not? If not, 
there was no need for it 

“The license belng an annual agreement 
or contract, the Government haye always 
ndverUlsed that the holders must supject 
themsclyes (o whatever regulations the 
Government may consider the public t- 
terest requires-nnd In the pust many 
chinges have been made, One linportmaut 
one was the taking the right to cut hard 
woods, which was granted in the old ltcen- 
kes, und taken out without consent of the 
liconsees, This and many other instances 
Which can be quoted cloarly show tnat 
on a renewal of a Heense new conditions 
can be added. 

“Finally, as the Georglan Bay district 
Is the one chiefly affected, action by the 
Ontarlo Government would relleve os from 
the oppression of a forcign Inw, and In no 
way interfere with other portions of Cun- 
ada where conditions are different, All we 
usk Is the minimum of Interference, gly- 
Ing the maximum of relief."

Notes From Slocan City. 


The title of the Deloro gold mines, which 
tho Oanadian Gold Fields Company (Limit- 
ed) have boon working, was in dispute un- 
til about two weeks ago, when the Company 
purchased it aba public sale in London, 
Kngland, and the result will be of great 
importance to the North Hastings mining 
district. The working force, which is now 
some three hundred men, will be largely 
increased, and the Company will erect 
near the mines the largest reduction works 
in Canada. The present works, which are 
situated more than a mile from the mines, 
will in the future be used for assaying and 
the reduction of the products of other 
mines, The Company, as is well known, 
havo purchased o large area of mining 
lands, and several of these lots will be *de- 
veloped and operated next season, We wish 
the Company the greatest measure of suc- 
cos in their operations, which cannot fail 
to have & most important bearing on the 
region. 

A private letter from Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell, dated Slocan, Sept. 30th, stated 
that he had reached Slocan City via Revel- 
stoke, thence by train to the head ot Arrow 
Head Lake; thence by steamer to 
Nakwap ; thence by a new road recently 
built by the O.P.R. to Rosebery ; thence 
by steamer down Slocan Lake to Slocan 
City. This latter place, which has about 
1,000 inhabitants, was built in about six 
months, and all the talk there is of leads, 
miges, ores—silver and gold. Sir Mac- 
kepzie will also visit Rossland.

on August 7, They will try to show thut 
Ponton left tis room through the back 
window and went to the back of the bunk, 
which is only a fow steps. It ly also eyvi- 
dent that they think there are two in the 
job. 

The sensation ln the crowded court room 
Was ciused when Lawyer Madden ordered 
the witness to identify a small plece of 
paper contulning igures 74, 11,, 45, 4. That 
is one of the combinations of the vault 
and it was picked up In Mrs, McGreer's 
dining-room,. which is next door to the 
room in the Grange building that was oc 
cupled by Ponton, 

Willam H. Green, the Toronto youth 
who was junior clerk in the bank at 
Napance at the time of the robbery, and 
has since been transferred to Guelph, was 
to-day under examination for five hours, 
He sald that u short Ume before the rob- 
bery wus discovered Manager Bulnes, while 
endeavoring to open the vault, remarked 
that his theory was that the safe had been 
entered and the combinaWlou changed. This 
does not ugree with Mr. Baines’ evidence 
yesterday, for the muciger stated posilive- 
ly that he had mo suspicion of a robbery 
until It was discoveres 

There wis a hum Of excitement when 
Mrs, Hannah McGreet wus culled. She 
did not know whether she lived la Nap- 
anee or net. She lives two miles our of 
town, but she had three rooms In the 
Grange Building where Ponton roomeae. 
They were for the couyenlence of her son, 
who was attending the Collegiate Insti. 
tute, For the three years she has lived 
a great part of the time In the rooms. She 
came to Napunce at about 6 p. m, on the 
evening of the bank robbery and stayed all 
night. She retired at about 9 p.m. 

Witness was very nervous and looked as 
if she was golng to faint, 

“Tell what occurred,’! sald Mr. Madden. 

The witness paused for fully «a minute 
and then asked for water. She sald she 
had been selece about tn hour and a half 
When she heard « nolsd, mB Peay In the

She heard several sighs und then there 
was quietness for o qharter of an hour. 
Then footsteps sounded golug toward the 
haw and in the room below there was a 
shuffling nolse. She got out of bed and 
looked out of the window for five minutes 
but saw no one go out of the door, She 
ietired again and there Were footsteps com- 
{ng In and out of the place; presumably 
by the window, seven or eight times, anid 
after the second time there was more than 
one | erson’s footsteps. This continued up 
till 6 a.m. by the town clock. The nolse 
then ceased. 

She heard footsteps across the Jower room, 
but could not tell what was sald. 

Mrs. McGreer, to many questions, sald a 
paper was picked up by Mrs. Bogart, her 
sister, who was sweeping the dining room 
of her (Mrs. McGreer's) apartments on the 
Sunday nine days after the robbery. 

“Ts that the paper?'’ asked Mr. Madden, 
handing a document only an Inch squire,

“You have not been Ilving with your hus- 
band for some time, have you?" sald Mr, 
Porter, in opening the cross-examination,

Tho Very Latest News. 


Napanee, Oct. 10,—(Special.)—The prosecu- 
tion promise some Startling evidence In the 
bank robbery case against W. H. Ponton 
when it Is resumed on Tuesday, 

At the trial yesterday, during the eyl- 
dence of Mrs, Mannab McGreer, a sensa- 
tlon was caused by the production of a 
very small piece of paper, which contained 
the figures 79, 11, 45, 4. 

It was generally believed that the figures 
wero the combination of the safe inside 
the bank vault. 

Ponton says that as far as he knows the 
figures are not those of the combination, 
but thut they are simply a specification of 
the puurber and denomination of bills he 
had on a certain day at the bank when he 
Was balancing up bis cash. lor Instance, 
79 fives, 11 tens, 45 twenties and 4 fifties, 
und that a cross which Is opposite each js 
merely a check of the figures. He says 
the figures are in his hand writing and 
that he made a similar slip every day while 
employed in the bank. 

At the conclusion of Mnx McGreer's evi- 
deace, Mr, Mudden sald the case was one 
of great complications, and that the evi- 
dence was hardly in shape to go on with 
the case on Monday. The next witness the 
prosecution proposed to call was UI and he 
asked for a remund of elght days. 

Mr. Porter strenuously objected to this 
unless the privouer was admitted to ball, 
and then they could make It elght months 
if they liked. He asked the mugistrate to 
grant substantial ball, 

Mr. Madden replied that the prosecution 
hod gone os far is posible at present to 
cennect the accused with the robbery, but tme 
cape was hardly yet Jaunched and the Mag- 
Istyate should very seriously consider the 
matter of ball. Je sald the Crown had 
evidence that Ponton was up till 3 a.m. on 
the morning of the robbery and that the 
accused knew the combination of the safe, 

Mr. Porter urged that If the Crown were 
go'ng to ask an enlargement the grauting 
of substantial ball would be wo Injury te 
the public or to the bank, 

Magistrnte Daly sald that the Orown 
should go on or el#e consent to ball, 

It was ultimately decided to go on with 
the cage on Tuceday.

Washington, Oct. 10.—The United 
States. Board of Geographical Names 
has just rendered decisiomws determining 
the spelling of 149 geographic names, 
These Include a number in Alaska, signi- 
ficant at this time in view of the Klon- 
dike excitement, Many variations of 
nomenclature for the same place are en- 
countered and the board's action settles 
the uniform usage. 

As to Klondike, the decision is to 
spell it as here given, and not Clondyke, 
I\londyke, Chandike, Chandik, or Deer, 
Reindeer, Trondike, nor Thron Duick-. 

One of the lakes or the Upper Yukon 
was named Lebarge by the W. U. Téle- 
graph expedition in 1868, after Mike 
Lebarge, a member of the exploring 
party, who is now living near Ottawa, 
Ont. Late publications have fallen in- 
to the error of spelung this Labarge, 
but» the board adheres to the original 
form, Lebarge. 

Phe inlet, river and village at the 
head of Lynn Canal, which now appears 
in the newspapers almost daily under 
the form Dyen, the starting point for 
the overland route, ls an Indian word, 
wiich has appeared in many forms.

Ponton’s Character--His Economy-- 
Testimony as to the Hole in the 
Partition--The Locks on the **Trea- 
sury ''--The Little Bit of Paper-- 
Nothing incriminating the Accused. 


(Special to the INTELLIGENCER.) 

Navaner, Oct. 12,—The bank robbery 
case was resumed this morning at 10 o'clock 
in the Court House before Police Magis- 
trate Daly. 

Thos. Whelan, caretaker of the bank, 
was examined, but elicited nothing new. 

J. L. Boyes was called as a witness, re- 
specting a cheque given him by Ponton, 
which was not passed through the books of 
the bank when paid. He had hada num- 
ber of dealings with accused and found him 
square. On one occasion he took a deposit 
to the bank showing it was a certain 
amount. When he called next time at 
the bank Ponton said he had given him $5 
more than the deposit slip showed, Pon- 
ton was not extravagant. He had his 
clothes turned and made over. 

T. G. Davis was also sworn. Ponton 
had given him two or three cheques in pay- 
ment of a life insurance premium, Thoro 
was nothing irregular about the transaction 
as far as lhe knew. 


Go, A. Cliff, carpenter, testified to bay- 
ing Joxamined the partition where the 
entrance was offectod by boring the boards 
out with an auger. ‘They were bored from 
the outside. The hole was 10} inches 
wide, He had found how small a hole he 
could go through and found 94 inches was 


‘Targe enough to let him through. He put 


the lock on the upper compartment of the 
inside safe for Mr. Baines, To Mr. Mad- 
den, bank attorney, he said it must have 
Veen after the sheet iron door was opened.

A. W. Grange, landlord of Ponton’s 
sleeping rooms, said that either Ponton or 
Douglas, the hotelkeeper, rented the 
rooms from him. He tried to rent them 
two rooms in the third story over Deroche 
& Madden's law office, but they would not 
have them, saying they were too large, 
Tho rooms were not in a good state of re- 

sir, anyway. Mrs. Hannah McGreer, 
nis Sister, Showed him the small slip of 
paper a few days after the burglary and 
asked if the figures on it might not be the 
figures of the combination of the safe. 
He took it to Deroche & Madden, who 
said the figures were not those of the com- 
bination. Detective Rogers, who was pre- 
sent, ssid he would keep the paper and 
Grange had not seen it since. Mr. Grango 
said Ponton wanted # room in the rear, 
which he said was for the convenience of 
the chambermaid when looking after his 
room. 

Nothing of an incriminating nature was 
brought out this morning.

WHO WERE THRY ? 

One day last week, it appears from the 
story told The World, three young men 
wearing sweaters, which ill became them 
owing to their gentoel appearance, arrived 
at North Bay. They registered at the 
Queen's Hotel in that town as coming from 
Bolleville. They said they had been em- 
ployed at Gilmour's at Canoe Lake, and 
had gone to Scotia Junction, on the Parry 
Sound Railway, where they had taken the 
train for North Bay. They pretended that 
they wanted to go to) British Columbia, 
and asked if anyone in North Bay was -em- 
ploying men to work on the Crow's Nest 

i] : 
Pass road, The men were directed to an 
ox-hotel-keopor, who was ‘aking on men 
for this work. The agent told them that 
all that could be guarantecd was $1.50 per 
day, while their board in British Columbia 
would cost them $4,50 per week, They 
replied that they did not care what wages 
were paid, and said they would go West. 
A $10 nibh UNSIGNED. 

Now comes the interesting end of the 
story. One of the party was buying drinks 
ut the bar of the Queon’s Hotel, and in 
payment therefor produced « wad of brand 
new bank bills about two or three inches 
thick when laid out flat, and tendered a 
$10 Dominion Bank billin payment. The 
nowness of the billand the size of it at- 
tracted the attention of Jim White, bar- 
keeper, and on lookingsat it he noticed 
that the usual sigua ure Was not on it. He 
declined to take the bill, in the belief that 
it was not good legaltender. Other mouey 
was paid for the drinks, 

WHITE'S SUSPICIONS AROSE, 

At this time the bar-keeper, who is not 
a reader of newspapers, hadn’t heard of the 
big bank robbery at Napanee, and he did 
not know of it till a day or two after, when 
the three men had departed for the West. 
Tt was only afterwards when told about the 
unsigned bills, that the circumstance struck 
Barkeeper White as strange, and also when 
he considered the size of the wad the man 
had. White related this circumstance to 
George Ayers, a Canadian Express Com- 
pany messenger; A, FE. Williamson, a 
merchant from Midland, and the World's 
informant, who barpeaed to be together 
in the Queen’s Hotel in North Bay a day 
or Lwo ago. 

The World's informant also stated that 
it was reported in North Bay that ono of 
these unsigned Lills was offered to syother 
hotel man in North Bay and refused. In 
the second caso the bank authorities in 
‘Toronto were notified, but they said there 
Was nothing in it, as these fellows were not 
the men who robbed the bank, 

WAS IT INVESTIGATED ¢ 

» The foregoing story is given for just 
what it is worth. It may mean # great 
dealin untaugling this complested case 
and it may not. Detective Greer, who is 
in Toronto, says thero is nothing in it, 
but he did not say that the story had been 
investigated. The World telegraphed to 
iw North Bay correspondent, but up till a 
late hour no confirmation of the story 
could be had. Our reporter in Napanee 
was algo instructed to interview the Pinker- 
tons, and Wilkes, of the Pinkerton force, 
replied that there was nothing in it. 
Lawyer Porter, for the defence, knows 
nothing of it, But the World would like 
to know if, when the prosecution heard of 
the circumstance, did they investigate it? 
Now, it appears that twoof the unsign- 
ed bills of the numbers stolen from Napa- 
nee turned up at banks in Montreal. If 
this ia true this lends color to tho story 
from North Bay, because North Bay is in 
direct line with Montreal on the O.P.R., 
and the bills may haye boen accepted by 
people en route to Montreal and there put 
inte circulation.

could be no reconciliation with the Dib 
louites unless the latter and their Liberal 
illicn reinstated Llome Rule as the trast 


plunk in their platform, aud promised 
to uppeal to the country if the House 
of Lords defeated Home Rule, 


Resoludens were adopted reafirming 
that the Irish question can only be set- 
tled by the concession of national self- 
government, and calling upou all wiem- 
bers of Purliament who “for the fast 
few years have pursued u mistaken po- 
licy” to “rejoin the Independent purty, 
unite upon the principles of Chuarles 
Stewart Parnell, and demand the re 
leuse of the political prisoners, as up act 
of simple justice and humanity,” 

Resolutions were also adopted, urging 
the Irish everywhere to commemorate 
the centenary of 1798, denouncing the 
Government for repudiating the report 
of the Royal Commission on the finaucial 
relations between Great Britain and Lre- 
land, expressing regret at the necessity 
of raising a Parnellite fund, and calling 
upon Irishmen generally to respond to 
the appeal and “thereby remove from 
Iroland the stigwa of ingratitude for 
the priceless services and deyotion" of 
the late Charles Stewart Parnell, and 
“calling upon Messrs, Dillon, Davitt 
and Harrington to repay, out of the por- 
tion of the Paris fund allocated for that 
purpose, the £5000 due to the Parnell 
estate.” 

The climax of the convention was 
reached duning the speech delivered by 
William Redmond, M. P. Incidentally 
he said that when the Dilonites rejected 
Parnell they “alienated the United 
States, thus killing the goose which laid 
the golden egg.” Mr. Redmond said he 
would neyer walk mto any roum to be 
controlled by Dillon and Healy, though 
he was for unity, adding: “With all the 
royal processions through our streets it 
is time for Irishmen to say something- 
‘Phe great mass of the Irish people are 
to-day, and will be until liberty is given 
them, the enemies of England. Eng- 
land is a bully, a pirate and a savage, 
Whether in India or in Africa, the 
bloody tlag of the British Empire has 
been advanced by plundering and de- 
stroying poor people. Our sympathy 
koes out to these poor people. God bless 
them and give success to their efforts. 
Three cheers for the men in India who 
are fighting England.” 

The delegates thereupon climbed upon 
their seats and shouted: “Down with 
Britain !” 

Phere was much denunciation of 
Great Britain’s proposal to give Ireland 
a Catholic university, The participa- 
tion of the priests in politics was also 
denounced and the Heualyites were de- 
nounced as the “assassins of Parnell.” 

There was no discord whatever, the 
resolutions were all adopted with en- 
thusiusm, and the reading of a telegram 
from the Irish Independent League of 
New York was heartily cheered. 





ANTI-TAX RIOT IN ROME, 





Avgry Shouts Followed by a Kald of Police 
and a Serious Fight, 


Rome, Oct. 11.—A large procession of 
tradesmen, headed by the pro-syndic of 
Rome and the President of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, marched to the oflice 
of the Minister of the Interior this af- 
ternoon, to protest against, and confer 
with the Government regarding, the in- 
creased taxation, Premier Rudini, who 
is also Minister of the Interior, receiv- 
ed a committee representing the tradvus- 
men and promised that all possibie 
would be done to promote friendly rela- 
tions und greater equity between the 
tux collectors and tax payers. 

In the meanwhile a lirge crowd of 

sople had collected around the Min- 
istry, avgry shouts were heard and some 
of those present tore up paving stones 
and otherwise assumed a very threat- 
ening attitude. This caused the police 
to make an attempt to disperse the -io- 
lent portion of the crowd, and in the 
conflict which followed six policemen 
were injured and one rioter was killed. 

The mob ruised revolutionary cries 
while the fighting was in progress, revol- 
yers were freely used, many persons in 
the crowd were injured and twenty of 
the leaders of the disturbance were ar- 
rested. The condition of three of the 
wounded policemen is serious,

HESS FIRED THE BARN. 





Ho Adiiited the Crime aud Said Tt Was a 
Put-Up Job to Get tho Insur- 
tues Moneys. 


Stratford, Ont., Oct. 12.—Karly on the 
morning of Aug. 30 last a barn situated 
in the township of North Daschope, and 
owned by Jacob Wilhelm, V. 8S... of 
Shakespeare, was destroyed by fire. 
There were suspicions of incendiarism 
at the time, and as the building and 
contents were Insured in the South Bast 
hope Mutual for $1800, the directors 
of that company took steps to find the 
culprit, Investigation by the police led 
to the arrest of Wilhelm himself, and 
on Saturdoy last Chief of Police Me- 
Carthy, accompanied by Lawyer J. VP. 
Mabee, went to Chicago and secured the 
arrest of Fred L. Hess, a brother-in- 
law of Wilhelm, who vy supposed to 
be mixed up in the affair. Both men 
were brought before the police magis- 
trate this morning, when Hess turned 
Queen's evidence and admitted having 
fired the barn by olacing a lighted 
candle anlongst the hay. He claimed 
it was done according to arrangement 
with Wilhelm,/ who was hard up and 
concluded the insurance money would 
be of more use to him than the barn, 
Hess was to get $100 for the job. He

Sir Wilfrid followed very brietly, stat- 
ing that all of his colleagues realized 
that Montreal was the natural port of 
Canada. The Premier made an earuest 
appeal for union, and said that even if 
his friends thought he committed errors 
of judgment they must support him all 
the same. As for the Minister of Pub- 
Ne Works, Sir Wilfrid said he loved his 
sturdy lieutenant all the more becuuse 
of the hostility that was shown him, 
and he implored the Liberal clubs of 
the country to have confidence in Mr, 
Tarte. The Premier said the present 
Government had been in power 14 mouths 
but in that time they had done more for 
Cannda than had the Conservatives in 
twenty years.

Makes n New Tariff Against Canada He- 
cause of the Denunclation of 
the Treatles.

104-5 cents per 220 pounds; radiators 
grso ns wpparatus), formerly free, now 

1.85 per 100 pounds. Mr. Sonstor. 
Canada's commercial agent in Norwy, 
reports that self-binders will soon come 
into general use in Norway and Sweden 
owing to the growing scarcity and ex- 
pense of farm help, A regular official 
test at the Government farm, whieh 
recently took place, of the self-bindes 
wos much in favor of the Oanadiun 
manufacturers, He writes: “Out of 
seven machines tested two were Ouna- 
dian, and those took second aud 
third place respectively.”

FATAL RAILWAY PUTGHEIN 


Two Train Men and Two 
Tramps Killed 
A C. P. R. Express Pitched Into a 


Portion of a Freight Train Near 


Stittsville--The Occurrence was 





Caused by the Division of the 


Freight Train, 
(Special to the INTELLIGENCER.) 


Orrawa, Oct. 14.—Tho Toronto Oxpross 
on the O.P.R. duo hore at 6 a.m, collided 
with a freight train botwoon Stittaville and 
Boll's Corners, liftoen miles from Ottawa, 
about 6 a.m. 

An engineer, one mail clork and two 
tramps are said to be killed, but on which 
train is not yot known, 

A number of other people are hurt, but 
no roliablo details have yet reached the 
city. 

LATER. 


Dotails of the collision say that the To- | 


ronto express east was timed to 
west-bound freight at Stittaville. 

Thore is a heavy grade this side of Stitts- 
ville, and the freight train was divided to 
get up the grade to that place. 

The firat half of the train was safely 
switched at Stittsville, and the engine went 
back for the other half. , 

Meanwhile the train came into Stittsville 
from the west and went straight through, 
passing the half of the froight, and a couple 
of miles out ran into the second half coming 
up. 

Engineer Larondeau, of the express, and 
mail clerk R. H. Peden, were killed on the 
express and two tramps were killed on the 
freight, 

The wreck is a bad one, 

W. J. White, press immigration agent of 
the Department of the Interior, was a pass- 
euger by the express train. ‘lo a reporter 
Mr. White said he was lying in his berth 
atthe time the collision occurred. The 
jolt was a terrible one, but the sleeper 
kept the rails. He crawled out as quickly 
as ho could. 

The fox was so thick that he could not 
see three cars ahead, ‘The trains met in a 
hollow, where the fog was very much 
heavier than on high land, The express 
was running about 40 miles an hour, 

Both engines were telescoped. ‘The 
assenger train wis carried about four 
engths into the freight. ‘The mailand ex- 

press composite car was smashed to pieces 
and mixed up with the engines, pre- 
senting a terrible wreck. 

Robert Peden, the mail clerk, died soon 
after being taken out. 

Birchell, the other clerk, who was in the 
car with Peden, escaped with nothing more 
serious than a terrible shaking up. 

Hastey, brakeman of the freight 
train, was hemmed in the wreck, being 
caught by the legs, 

A tramp named Carney, who was steal- 
ing a ride, waa badly injured and may not 
live.

Another tramp, who was slong with 
Carney, was killed outright. 

Larondeau, the engiveer of the express 
train, was picked up dead, 

Tireman Lyman Annable, of the ex- 
press, escaped without a seratch, but was 
considerably shaken up. 

The men.on the freight train say that 
they loft instructions with the operator at 
Stittsville to hold the ‘Toronto expre2s un- 
til such time as they wont back for part of 
thoir train, which they were unable to take 
up the grade. Thoy were coming along 
with the second portion of their train when 
the accident occurred.

Washington, Oct. 18.—The ninth sta- 
tistical report of the Inter-Stute Com- 
merce Commission for the year ended 
June 30, 1896, contains the following 
data concerning the railronds of the 
United States: 

‘Phe total railway mileage on June 30, 
1806, was 182,776, an increase of 2119 
for the year. 

An interesting feature of the report is 
i summary showing the amount of com- 
pensation paid to the railway employes 
of the United States, who aggreguted 
$86,260. Their aggregute compensation 
‘unounted to over 60 per cent, of the 
total operating expenses of all railways. 

Passengers carried during the year 
numbered 611,772,787, an increase of 
over 4,000,000 compared with the pre- 
vious year, Freight tonny amounted 
to 760,801,385, the largest ever reported 
for railways in this country, and an in- 
crease of nearly 70,000,000, Gross 
carnings amounted to $1,150,169,3876, an 
increase of nearly $75,000,000. Nearly 
100 employes were killed and almost 
80,000 injured during the year. One 
hundred and eighty-one pissengers were 
killed and nearly 8000 injured. The nvm-

Mayor Johnson was next called upon, 
and made one of the best speeches of the 
evening. He said it was some thirty-three 
years since he had bien in ‘weed and he 
Wished to thank the citizens of the Village 
for the opportunity they bad given hun of 
meeting the future Premier of Ontario. 
Asa business mau he was not satisfied 
with the manner in which the business of 
the Province was being conducted and if 
these members of the Government were 
employees of his he would at once dismiss 
them. The present Government twonty- 
five years ago inherited $7,000,000 from 
their predecessors in ollice and this had 
been squandered and nearly $5,000,000 
more with it, notwithstanding the fuct that 
thoy claim a surplus, He showed conclus 
ively that Ontario's dyficit was nearly 
$5,000,000. Tle suid if Mr. Harcourt was 
dealt with according to the laws of ihe 
province he should be in gaol, It was not 
disputed that the total live assets in the 
province amounted to $4,816,224. In 
order to get his surplue Mr, Harcourt 
simply deducted from this sum the amount 
he had to pay within the next 12 months, 
which was $33,644. ‘he balance of $4,- 
792,580 he called a sarplus. If a business 
wan wont to Montreal to buy goods, and 
concealed the fact that be had other 
liabilities beyond those payable this year, 
he would be accused of obtaining money 
under false pretences and would be sent to 
gaol.

Spoaking of the Government's timber 
polioy Mr. Whitney said in 1877 Mr. 
Meredith had asked them to imake such 
provisions as the Globe is to-day agitating 
for, that of inserting a clause in the act 
miukiag it compulsory on foreigners who 
buy our timber to manufacture it in Canada 
and not take it across into Michigan in the 
log. Notwithstanding that a deputation 
of the lumbermen of Ontario bad asked for 
this provision recently, the Government 
had decided to do nothing sbout the matter 
this winter, An American deputation of 
luuibermen waited upon the Government 
afterwards aud went away satisfied. This 
is the way Mr. Hardy and his colleagues 
pondered to foreigners, while our own mills 
were lying idlo and our working men were 
in want of work, Will the peop'e of Oatario 
endure such treatment any longer ? 

When Ontario started out at confedera- 
tion she had certain assets and resources. 
When the first Government came into 
power all they had to do was to find out 
their revenue and keep their expenditure 
within that amount, Any nan could do that, 
even if he was the most illiterate. Every 
man faces this same problem and adopis 
this plan if he succeeds in life. Tho first 
Government did follow this principle aud 
in four years saved $4,009,000 in hard 
cash and had itin the bank. When Mr. 
Mowat and his colleagues came into power 
they at once set to work to squander this 
surplus and also to spond more than their 
reyenue, So wan on has been the extra- 
vagance of the present Government that 
we tnust now either repudiate our indebt- 
edness, find new sources of revenue, or go 
on and borrow more money. They tried 
to increase their prestige, but instead of 
carrying out the intention of the fathers of 
Oonfederation they went directly opposite 
toit by multiplying officials, The Grit 
press and Grit speakers had claimed that 
the National Policy had ruined Ontario 
and driven our young men over the lines 
to seck work. If this was true what ex- 
ctse could they offer for increasing the 
number of their officials. Their object was 
to build up an army of retainers and 
pirates who had worked day and night 
fur the party. 

The Government had sold Gutario's tim 
ber Jiinits to keep up the revenuo, aad in 
all they have recvived between $27,000,- 
000 and $28,000,000 from this source, 
This large sum has been all spent. They 
would not know a saved dollar, for thoy 
had never seen one since they came into 
power. No stop was put to their extrava- 
ance sud when they got into difticulties 
they began to borrow money.

In John Wilkins’ work, “be Dis- 
covery of the New World” (about 1660), 
he mentions the belief of Albatus de 
Saxonia that some part of the air is 
navigable, because an iron or brass yes- 
sel whose substance is much heavier than 
water, if filled with air,would awim upon 
it and not sink, this leading him to sup- 
pose that a vessel in the atmosphere 
would act in the same way if the out- 
wird boarder could be reached, 

For atout 400 years before 1700 one 
generation after another conceived more 
ov less Cully the principles and truths of 
the theory of flying without any real 
sticcess toward putting it practice. 

Burton, writing about 1650, believed 
that “some new-fangld wit will some 
time or other find out this art,” arguing 
that the flying artists of his time only 
lacked experience, 

Roger Bacon wis probably the first 
person to discover the principle of atimos- 
sherie buoyancy, though he did not know 
iow to apply it to the act of ballooning. 
Ilis principle was kept sight of by his 
successors in the pursuit of this subject 
until it consummated in the trial by the 
Montgolfer brothers, in Paris, in 172, 

Francis Lana, a Jesuit, deduced from 
the new discoveries of the nature and 
pressure of the atmosphere that a vessel 
exlimusted of air would weigh less than 
when full; but he discovered nothimg to 
fill the resulting vacuum. 

About 1670 Lana proposed to pre- 
pare four hollow globes of copper, each 
twenty feet in diameter, ond so thin 
that they would weigh less than an equal 
bulk of atmosphere when exhausted of 
air. These globes were to be uttached 
to a car and lifted into the air, but when 
the air was exhausted the globes col- 
lapsed, 
~The Torricellian tube or barometer, 
discovered in 1643, by which the pres- 
sure of the atmosphere was ascertained, 
was, no doubt, the stimulus to Lana's 
proposition of the copper globes,

The Toeporecope, 


In the loftiest tower in 
Vienna there is a novel instrument, 
known ts the toposcope, constanly at 
tomlod day ond night, for the purpose of 
leating fires, says The New York Sun, 
It consists of a goo telescope, whieh js 
solidly attached to an arrangement of 
levers, while graduated sections of a 
cele are arranged horizontally and 
vertically in such a way that the moving 
of the tele: cope sideways, or up or down, 
resulta in a change of position of the 
hands attached t) the levers, in re- 
rerence to the graduated seales, 

Thus, the stubility of the apparatus 
being assured by the finmness of the 
fustening, whenever the telescope is 
foctised upon the same object, the hands 
wi) point to the same figures on the 
horizontal and on the vertical sextant; 
and, since an index of the whole city 
has been made, it is but a matter of a 
few seconds, when a glare is discovered 
it night, to-direet upon the spot the 
toposcope on the side, to read off the 
miuubers, to look upon the object, and to 
telegraph to the central station the ue- 
tuils observed. Local conditions are, 
of course, necessary for the successful 
operation of such an apparitus, but 
in this case they are said to be almost 
penf.ct. The tower is over five hundrd 
feet high, and an uninterruped view of 
the great aren of the city is thus possible 
to the watehman. The  atinospherje 
conditions are also favorable.

Vlaster of Pir « splints Doomed, 


In the medico-mechanical institute at 
Stuttgart, celluloid has been found an 
excelint substitute for plaster of jparis 
us a splint material On account of its 
Weight and its proneness to become foul 
by wbsorbing sweat, ete, plaster ef 
juris has not b en very much liked. A 
wide-mouthed botile is pucked for about 
a quarter of its heght by celluloid ent 
into small picees and then covered wich 
ucefone, Lt is provided with an alr 
tight stopper to guwrd against evapor- 
ation. From time to time it is opened, 
and the contents are stirred with a stick 
the celluloid dissolving in course of 
time. A plaster cust of the diseased or 
injured part is covered with a moder: 
nat ly thick layer of felt or flannel, and 
the celluloid solution is rubbed into this 
with the hands, which are protected by 
lenther gloves, his is then applied to

Short Cuts in Baking Bread, 


Do not sift flour; use dry hop yeast; 
set sponge in the morning und plice in 
the runge oven, shutting the door tight 
to keep temperature even. By 4 o'clock 
p.m, the sponge will be light. Now add 
one teaspoonful euch of sult, sugar and 
butter, or lard, and flour enough to form 
a hard loaf, turn out on board and knead 
vigorously ten or fifteen minutes, Mold 
into loures of equal size, placing each in 
a s@parate pan, rub the tops of loaves 
with butter, let rise until the loaves are 
level with top of this, and bake in hot 
oven about twenty minutes or half an 
hour, By using light wood and not 
lizliting fire until the bread is yery near- 
ly light, you need not have a tire more 
thin forty minutes. While the loaves 
are rising in the tins, prepare every- 
thing you wish to cook for supper, und 
ilso have plenty of water in tank or 
on top of stove, and by the time your 
bread is baked supper will be ready and 
Water hot for washing the dishes. If 
your oven is large cnough bake a fresh 
jelly roll for supper, made in this way: 
Beat three eges very light, add one cup 
of sugar, one-half teaspoouful of salt 
nnd one of flavoring extract. Beat 
iain and add one cup of flour and one 
heaping teaspoonful of baking powder, 
sifted together; buke in long tin, turn 
out on towel, spread with jelly and roll 
ut onee, With good management one 
can make one fire do a lot of work and 
sare not only on the fuel bill, but much 
discomfort from an overheated house, 
When you make short cake do not roll 
out on molding board; this way is quick- 
er nnd the enke just as good. Take two 
cups sour cream, two teaspoonfuls of 
saleratus, two of augar nud one of salt; 
stir all together briskly for a minute or 
two, then stir in enough flour to muke 
a good, sti! batter, spread smoothly on 
tin and bake. When done, split with 
au thin, sharp knife, butter, spread with 
berrica or hot apple sauce, put on a lib- 
eral dressing of sugar nnd cream, For 
the best cookies you over nate, atir to- 
gether one cup sour cream, one cup

Hiuts for Work During the Days Before 


Drear Winter. 
A dressing of course manure mukes a

Making Cabbages Head, f 
Every year at this time the grower 
of cabbages finds his crop deficient in 
growth, and unless stimulated by extra 
fertilizing not likely to make a market- 
able head. Now a cabbage that does 
not head is merely a bunch of loose 
leaves that. cannot be sold at all. It 
does not matter what the cause of failure 
may be. Possibly the plant was origin- 
ally a weakling, and with ordinary care 
and rich soil could not amount to any- 
thing. Or it may be that lack of cultt- 
vation or natural poverty of the soll is 
the cause of failure to head. Wither 
why the duty of the cabbage grower is 
plain, He should thoroughly cultivate © 
the soil around the cabage, and then ap- 
ply a wenk solution of nitrogenous and 
mineral plant food, the latter in the form 
of phosphate. If this is done at once 
the cabbages will start into growth #0 
quickly and so strongly that, before the 
growing season closes, the grower will 
robably be obliged to partially uproot 
Bis cabbages to prevent them from split- 
ting open with the excess of plant foodt 
with which they are furnished, It im 
almost the only instance for which we 
can recommend quid manures as paying 
their cost. In most other cases it paya 
better to apply the fertilizer early, and 
let nature supply the necessary water 
in melting snows and rains,

MORNING SERVICE. 

The Rev. Win. Grogg, LU.D., Professor 
in Knox College, ‘Poron’o, olliciated at 
morning service, He prefaced his sermon 
by an expression of the pleasure be ex- 
perienced in meeting the cougreygation once 
more and preaching to them, He had 
much to say on this line, but would spoak 
more at longth at the reception to-morrow 
evening in the church. Tho text was taken 
from Rey. 5th chapter and 6th verse : 

“ And I bebeld, and loin the midst of the 
throne and of the foue beasts, and in 
the midst of the elders, stood a lamb, as 
it had beeu slain, having seven horns 
and seven eyes, which are the seven 
spirits of God sent forth into all the 
earth.” 

The subject was: ‘* Christ Crucified and 
Exalted.” ‘*In the midst of tho throne, 
the beasts, and the four and twonty elders” 
was a figurative expression of the dignified 
character of Christ us a mediator ; tho 
‘seven horns was to show His perfection 
in omnipotence, ani the * seven eyes” his 
perfect knowledge and wisdom. As ** the 
lamb ” He was innocent, and His substi- 
tutionary death and suffering were yolun- 
tary. It was His divine nature that made 
His sacrifize oflective. The venerable 
preacher closed with an earnest aod affect- 
ing exhortation to the large congregation. 

EVENING SERVICE. 

A largo congregation gathered in_ the 
evening to listen to a sermon by Rey. Wm. 
McLaren, D.D., a former pastor of the 
church, row a professor in Knox Collego, 
Yoronto. The venerable preacher, like 
Rev- Dr. Grogg, is still a vigorous man, 
although the frosts of old age have loft their 
mark upon him. He took for his text 
St. John XIV., 12: 

Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that be- 
lieveth on me, the works that I do, 
shall he do also ; and greater works 
than these shall he do; because I go 
unto my Father, 

By way of introduction he said these 
services were « double jubileo—they com- 
memorated the induction of their first 
pastor and also the formation of the con- 
gregation. When the first pastor looked 
back on the work he did, he doubtless 
saw not a little to make him thankful and 
some things to rogret. Thero was not 
much use cherishinyg regrets for the past ; 
far better mako resolves for the future, He 
would endeavor to lay down a plan where- 
by they could make the coming fifty years 
niore successful than the past. 

Christ’s mission to earth was to accom- 
plish spiritual good and his miracles were 
only means to an end, In that ond we are 
chiefly concerned. The miracles and 
teachings of the disviples were moro fruit- 
ful than those of Christ. The explanation 
was formed in the text, ‘* Because I go to 
My Father.” When Christ wont to His 
Father the spirit came to His disciples and 
they spoke to the people with inspiration. 
Tho preacher told the old story of Christ's 
crucifixion and resurrection in a new way 
that appealed strongly to the congregation, 
The spirit is what rules preaching and 
teaching and makes all means of grace 4 
success. The great things of the past may 
be easily surpassed in the future. The 
time for working is short, for the night 
cometh. They could take great comfort 
from the text. With such a gospel to 
preach and such « spirit to teach they 
should not be weak in working, and if 
they worked with the spirit the future 
could be made more successful than the 
ast, 

The music at all the services was of a 
high order, and reflected much credit up- 
on Mr. Geo. Fax and his excellent choir.

The Confagration Started tm a Marn and

Halifax, N. 8,, Oct. 17,—The town of 
Windsor is a waste of smoking ruins, A 
couflagration, which started barn 
betwoen 1 and 2 this morning, 
swept through the entire town, burning 
all day, destroying uearly every 
building in the place, The condition of 
the inhubitants is most deplorable, tew 
houses are left standing in the town 
und 4000 people were without shelter 
or food all day. 

he fire is wupposed to have been 
started by lightning striking a barn in 
the rear of the Marine Block, on the 
min street A stiff gale was blowing 
from the northwest aad the flames 
opread with awful rapidity, there being 
a conflagration of considerable propor- 
tions on hand before the local fire bri- 
wade cowkd get to work. 

In a short time the fire was beyond 
control and swept through the business 
section, spuriug nothing, The flames 
were carried thence all through the 
town, eating up building after building 
in a twiekling. Beyond the scattered 
dwellings in the outskirts and a half 
dcxven buildings in the town proper, no- 
thing escaped destruction.. 

hose which were not consumed, ow- 
ing to their detached or somewhat iso- 
luted positions, were: King’s College, 
the cotten factory, the Church of Eng- 
land rectory and school, Ddgehit! School 
for Girls and the Dufferin Hotel. 

An hour after the fire started the 
Mayor began to suimmon outside is- 
sistance, the cal lon Halifax being re- 
sponded to by two companies of the 
City Fire Department, which reached 
Windsor shortly after daylight. 

The Halifax authorities adopted 
prompt measures to extend relief and 
early this afternoon a trainload of pro- 
visions was despatched. By the same 
train a detachment of the Royal Berk- 
shire Regiment and Royal [Engineers 
sturled for Windsor, taking with thei 
500 army tents und u large quantity of 
canned goods and other food ready for 
immediate use. The tents were erected 
in open spaces as quickly a4 possible 
aftor arrival, and to-night are shelter ng 
all those who have been unable to ob- 
tain other quurters. 

General Montgomery Moore, command- 
er of the forces; Lieutenant.-Governor 
Daly and Mayor Stephen proceeded to 
Windsor by the train which carried the 
soldiers, provisions and tents, and as- 
sisted the town officials in directing the 
relief measures.

The whereabouts of the 
others of the company are unknown, 
The Triton struck the rock during the 
heivy rain storm, Her curgo shifted 
and fifteen minutes later she sank in

A scene of terrible confusion and piunic 
ensued as soon as the passengers realized 
the meaning of the crash. In a wild 
struggle they rushed for the boats. The 
first bout that was lowered enpsized im- 
mediately and all its occupants 
drowned in the whirling waters. ‘The 
next was struck by an enormous waye 
and turned over, drowning 20; but the 
frail craft righted again, and cight who 
had been thrown out regained it, 

It is impossible to give the exact num- 
ber of those who were lost, but it is 
estimated that they were no fewer than 
150. No passenger list has been found,

**On the 15th of la 
the annual meeting of the Ontario Consta 
bulary Association was held in the city of 
Toronto, there were present about fifty 
delogatos, who each had the position of 
chief of police or high constable for one of 
thy different counties of Ontario, represent 
ing a force of about 2,000 ¢ onstables, Dar- 
ing the session of the resolutions 
brought up and fully discussed was in re 
lation to the employment of Pinkerton mon 
at tho Fort Erio race track, which is locat- 
ed in Canada. ‘Chis practice was strongly 
condemned, and it was resolyed that the 
Ontario Government should be requested 
to stop ic, the feoling being that there was 
ao abundance of capable mon in Canada 
who could act as constables at race tracks 
without going to the United States for 
men. 

** Since then it has been made apparent, 
through the proas, that Pinkerton detec- 
tives are at present working in Canada on 
the Napanee Bank robbery case. 

“Tt appears from the evidence given by 
thom that they are under contract with the 
Dominion Bank for $35 per week and ex- 
pooses, and if they make out a caso they 
are to receive in addition a bonus, Is it 
any wonder that these men would make a 
good showing to the bank authorities and 
strive to give the impression that no puzzle 
can be solved without a key to it / 

**Tt is a well-known fact that no oflicer 
can go from Canada to the United States 
under a contract and take charge of any 
case and work on it, even with a Govorn- 
ment detective second in command ; any 
Canadian officer attempting to so act would 
speedily be deported and the party bring- 
ing him there fined. Then why should 
C.aNin s submit to this treatment without 
raising an objection, when we have as 
smart men in Canada as there are in the 
United States in this or ady other line of 
business ? 

*All we want is for the Government to 
protect our rights, and let us have Canada

DOUBLE HEADERS. 


G.T.R. Have Decided to Abandon 
Them in Future, 


Since double headers have been inaug- 
urated on the G.T.R. system numerous 
accidents have taken placo, with a loss, it 
is estimated, of 50 per cont, more than 
under the old management. A double 
heador freight trein, fox the information of 
the uninitiated, is a train with two engines 
attached to the front of the train on up- 
grades, instesd of a8 heretofore, an engine 
at each end. The one at tho end called 
the pusher, and detached, pushes, while 
tho other pulls, and when arriving at the 
top of the grade backs out and tho train 
coes on and generally with perfect safety. 
On the other hand, when the double head- 
cr pulls a long train of freight cars over A 
knoll one half pulls back, as there is noth- 
ing behind to push, and as the recent ac- 
cidents demonstrate, splits in three parts, 
the middle part fal ing on one side or the 
other, causing a derailment. The double 
header has been tried on every railroad in 
America, aud has been productive of great 
loss, and generally abandoned. It had 
been tried on the G,T.R. thirty-five years 
ago, and was abandoned until quite re- 
cently.

THE GOLD STANDARD, 


The march of the gold standard towards 
entire supremacy in the financial world, 
Which through the action of England in the 
early part of the present century got its 
first great impotus, has been something re- 
Taarkable in the past quarter of a century, 
a4 is shown in the following brief historical 
summury prepared by the New York 
Journal of Commorce, of the steps made 
towards this standard ; 

Th 1816 England adopted the gold stand- 
ard, and Portugal followed suit in 1854. 

In 1871 Germany adopted the gold 
standard, 

Tn 1873 Bolyium suspended the coinage 
of silver, her example being followed by 
Holland in the same year. 

In 1875 Denmark and Sweden adopted 
the gold standard, Norway following suit 
two years later. 

In 1876 Germany demonetized hor old 
silver coinage. 

In 1875 Italy, Switzerland, 
Belgium and Greece, being the countries 
composing the Latin Union, limited the 
coinage of thoir silver pieces. 

In 1875 the coinage of silver was #us- 
ponded by the Dutch Colonies.

curnte fire. After a prolonged artillery 
fire the Goorkhas were reinforced by 
the Gordon Highlanders, ‘Then followed 
a mugnificent rush across the open space 
In the teeth of a murderous fusilade, 
The enemy stood their’ ground ull the 
British reached the rocks below, down 
Which the tribesmen could not see to 
fire, and then they fled pell mell. The 
losses of the Goorkhas and the Gordon 
Highlanders were severe, 

According to later advices General 
Sigxs’ division advanced at daybreak, 
by way of Chagru-Kotal, with Brig.- 
Gen, Kempster’s brigade leading. It 
was nearly 10 o'clock when the enemy 
began a long-range fire, The three 
mountain batteries, massed on Chagru- 
Kotal, replied, while the Gordon High- 
landers pushed through to support the 
first line, firing volleys at long range. 
The tribesmen reserved their fire ull 
the Goorkhas reached the zigzag path 
under the perpendicular cliff, where 
Major Jennings’ Bromley was killed on 
Monday in the fighting between the 
Biggs brigade and the insurgent tribes- 
men from Chagru, on the Samana 
Range. 

Three British companies crossed the 
zone of fire at a SA sustaining heavy 
losses while the remainder deployed to 
the left to intercept no flank attack, 
threatened by some 7000 of the enemy 
from thut direction, The Dorsetshire 
teginvent attempted to suppert three 
companies of Goorkhas, but was kept 
back by the enemy, who remained cool 
and reserved their tire until the British 
were well exposed. 

At 12.30 pam. matters looked serious, 
as the British gun fire, though aided by 
a mountain battery, from Fort Gulistan, 
had failed to dislodge the enemy. Gen. 
Kempster thereupon went forward in 
yorson, moving up the Gordon High- 
anders, and the third Sikh regiment 
into the fighting line. A systematic as- 
sault was organized, and 2000 men with 
fixed bayonets stood waiting for the 
order to advance. 

Three minutes before the word of com- 
mand was given, Gen. Kempster helio- 
graphed back instructions to the but- 
teries to concentrate their fire. The 18 
pieces of artillery responded and, under 
cover of this fire, the leading company 
of the Highlanders, amid perfect silence, 
rushed into the fire zone. Half the 
men dropped, but the remainder pushed 
gallantly on till they reached the cover 
where the Goorkbas lay. The rest of 
the force streamed after them, and the 
tribesmen, seeing that most of the troops 
had passed the fre zone, fled up the hil 
and collected under cover of the’ chifs, 
The Highlanders and mixed regiments, 
after pausing a moment to take breath, 
again advanced to the assault, and 20 
minutes later the position was won, 

General Sir Yeatman Biggs will con- 
tinue the advance so as to hold the 
frontal hills and push on to Kharaposa, 
where he will be joined by Sir Willinm 
Lockhart.

The Medical Evidence Pat In—Dr.

Af 
ter the Jurymen bad been sworn,they view 
ed the remuings, which were exhumed yea 
terday and lay in Mr, Millurd’s morgue. 
The body was ip an advauced stage of de 


composition, and it would be dificult to 
recognize the features, 

Dr, Alexander Primrose, professor or 
Anatomy In Toronte University, made a 
postmortem examination of the body of 
deceased, in conjunction with Dr, Dwyer, 


Lie testified to the effect that deceased had, 
to all appearances, died of blood polsonuing, 
ae the result of a miscarriage.

‘The coroner explained to the Jury that it 
had been necessary for the Inquest to go 
on as quickly as possible after the charges 
had been lald against Dr, Boesey, to order 
to get the medical testimony, but the miuns 
of evidence fortheoming to the case bad hot 
yet been prepared, An adjournment wie 
thorefore necewmary, and the Inquest will 
be continued at the same place on Wednes 
day next, 27th Inet.

Evolution of the Bicycle. 


A new bicycle patent has been secured 
covering pneumatic hubs and solid tires, 
Tho pneumatic tire, so to speak, is in the 
hub of the wheel. The tire itself is of 
solid rubber, so that it isnot puncturable. 
This tire is not cemented to the rim, but 
is sliced on the inside so that it fits snugly 
in grooves cut into the wood, It cannot 
possibly become looye, shift or tear off, and 
once on it stays on until worn out, which 
the inventor says it will not do inside of 
two yours, no matter how much used. The 
wooden rim consists of three kinds of wood, 
in three sections, sliced together. The 
spokes are of a material which can be bent 
and twisted, and tied into knots like 
twine, without breaking—in fact, they can- 
not be broken. The inventor also has a 
now way of stringing the wheel, so 
tbat the pressure and weight are 
never on less than four spokes at 
tho same time.

Every opportunity was allowed 
them. The Magistrate, though receiving 
no pay therefor, listened patiently without 
interruption for seven days,and then finding 
no evidence sufficient to commit had been 
produced, dismissed the charge. 

I submit no charge whatever can be made 
against any of the law officers of the 
Crown, and I think, in due justice to my- 
self, you should correct the decidedly er- 
roneons impression your editorial conveys 
to the public.

The title of his principal work is “Chinie 
Organique Fondee sur li Synthese,” 
His memoirs are many, and for forty 
years he has been a contributor to the 
annaly of chemistry and physics. Hs 
is a member of all the great scientific 
societies In the workl, and has at odd 
times been a member of the French 
Cabinet. Muarcelin Berthelot has prob- 
ably been righly called the Herbert 
Spencer of chemistry. 


Bmile Zola is one of the four great 
men of France, in spite of the fact thut 
he is not now and may never be one of 
“the immortals.” If Zola has been read 
by a million people, he has not perhaps 
been understood by ten thousand, But 
even if the ucademy has consistently 
shut its doors to him, there is no de- 
nying that he is the greatest living writer 
of Trance, Zola is now 57 years old. 
Thirty years ago he deliberately gave 
up « place in a publishing house to de 
yote himself to the wwiting of books, 
Ilis earliest work of fiction came out 
fn 1863-—"Contes a Ninon.”

We are apt to blame young men for 
beluy destroyed when we ought to blame 
the influences thut destroy thei, So- 
ciety slaughters a great many young men 
by the behest: “You must keep up ap- 
penrances, Whiutever be your salary, 
you must dress as well os others, you 
must give wine and brandy to as many 
friends, you must smoke us costly cigars, 
you must give as expensive entertain- 
ments and you must live in as faslion- 
uble a boarding house. If you haven't 
the money borrow, If you can't borrow, 
make a fulse entry or subtract here and 
there a bill from a bunde of bank bills, 
You will only have to make the deception 
a little while. In a few months or in 
a yeur or (wo you can make it all right. 
Nobody will be hurt by it, nobody will 
be the wiser, You yourself will not be 
damaged.” By that awful process a hun- 
dred thousand men have been slaughter- 
ed for time ond slaughtered for eternity, 

Suppose you borrow. There is uothing 
Wrong ubout borrowing money. There 
is hardly a man who has not sometimes 
borrowed money, Vust estates have 
been built on a borrowed dollar, But 
there are two kinds of borrowed money: 
Money borrowed for the purpose of start- 
ing or keeping up legitimate enterprises 
and expense and money borrowed to get 
that whieh you can do without, The 
first ig right, the other is wrong, If 
you ‘aye money enough of your own 
to buy a coat,, however plain, and then 
you borrow money for a dandy's outfit, 
you have taken the first revolution of 
the wheel down grade, Borrow for the 
necessities; that may be well, Borrow 
for the luxuries; that tips your prospects 
over in the wrong direction, 

‘he Bible distinetly says the borrower 
is servant of the lender, It is a bad 
state of things when you have to go 
down some Other street to escape meect- 
ing someone whom you owe. If young 
men knew what is the despotism of be- 
inte in debt, more of them would keep 
ont of it. What did debt do for Lord 
Bacon, with a mind towering above the 
centuries? It indueed him to take bribes 
and conviet himself as a criminal before 
all ages. What did debt do for Walter 
Scott, brokenhearted at Abbotsford? 
IXept him writing until his hand guye 
out in paralysis, to keep the sheriff away 
from his pictures nnd statuary. Better 
for him if he had minded the maxim 
whieh he had chiseled over the fireplice 
at Abbotsford, “Waste not, want not.” 

The trouble is, my friends, that peo- 
ple do not understand the ethies of go- 
ing in debt, and that if you purchase 








‘goods with no expectation of paying for 


them or go into debt which you cannot 
meet you sten] just so much money. It 
T go into n grocer's store and I buy 
sugars and coffees nnd meats with no 
capacity to pay for them and no inten- 
tion of puying for them, I am more dis- 
honest than if T go into the store, and, 
when the grocer’s face is turned the 
other way, I fill my pockets with the 
articles of merchandise and earry off a 
linm. In the one ease I take the meveh- 
ants time and T take the time of his 
messenger to transfer the goods to my 
house, while in the other ease IT take 
none of the time of the merchant, and 
I wait upon myself, and I transfer the 
goods without any trouble to him. In 
other words, a sneak thief is not so bud 
is 2 man who contracts debts he never 
expects to pay. 

Yet in all our cities there are families 
who move every May day to get into 
proximity to other grocers and ment 
shops «and apothecaries, They owe 
everybody within a half a mile of where 
they now live, and next May they will 
moye into a distant part of the city, 
finding a new lot of victims. Meauwhile 
you, the honest family in the new house, 
are bothered day by day by the knock- 
ing at the door of disappointed bakers 
and butchers and dry goods dealers and 
newspipee carriers, and you are asked 
where your predecessor is. You do not 
know. It was arranged you should not 
know. Meanwhile your predecessor hus 
fone to some distant part of the city, 
and the people who have anything to 
sell Raye sent their wagons and stopped 


there to solicit the “valuable” eustom 
of the new neighbor, and he; the 
new neighbor, with great coin 


Pineency und an air of affluence, orders 
the finest stakes and the highest priced 
Biigars and the best of canned fruits 
and perhaps all the newspapers. And 
the debts will keep on accumulating un- 
til he gets his goods on the 80th of next 
April in the furniture cart, 

No wonder that so many of our 
merchants fil in business, ‘They are 
swindled into bankruptey by these wan 
dering Arabs, these nomads of city life, 
They cheat the grecer out of the green 
apples which make them sick, the physi- 
clan who uttends them during their dis- 
tress, and the undertaker who fits them 
out for departure from the neighborhood 
Where they everybody when they 
pow the debt of nature, the only debt 
they ver do pay.

22, 1854, by Sir Cusack Roney. On No 
vember 24, 1859, Vice-President Blackwell 
of the Grand Trunk, Hon. G. FE. Cartior, 
Attoraey-General of Quebec ; Jas, Hodges, 
Superintendent of the bridge construction; 
A, M. Ross, Engineer; Walter Shanley, 
Major Campboll, Messrs.Gzowski, Maopher- 
son, Forsyth, Captain Rhodes and others 
were the first to cross the St. Lawrence by 
the new bridge. Mr. Blackwell was on his 
way to Great Britsin to attend the Grand 
Trink meeting, and he was able to report 
himself as coming Vin Victoria Bridge, On 
August 25, 1860, the last stone was laid 
and the last rivet driven by the young 
Prince of Wales, on which occasion a grand 
banquet was given near the bridge, at 
which addresses were delivered by the 
Prince of Wales, the Duke of Newcastle 
and others. ‘lo commeinorate the event 
Mr. Blackwell presented » gold medal to 
the Prince of Wales and bronze medals to 
the oflicers of the Grand Trunk. 
DESIGNER OF THE BRIDGE. 

Itis popularly supposed that Robert 
Stephenson designed the Victoria Bridge, 
but Mr, Pennington disputes his right w 
the orcdit of that great achievement. He 
says that while Stephenson was the con- 
sulting engineer, to Alex. M. Ross must 
bo given the cretit,. being the suggester, 
plapner and designer of the structure 
Mr, Ross had been connected with many 
railways and public works in Great Britain 
before he visited Canada. He visited this 
country on behalf of English capitalists in 
1852. Hon. John Young, Comwissioner 
of Public Works for Quebec, pointed out 
to Mr. Ross the importance of bridging the 
St. Lawrence. Mr. Ross, after inspecting 
the locality, suggested the construc 
tion of an iron tubular bridge, 
and returned to Kogland in 
the fall of 1852, careying with him 
soundings and plans of the bridge as de- 
signed ard located by him. In August, 
1853, a complimentaiy dinuer was given 
to Robert Stephenson at Montreal, when 
he acknowledged that an abundance of in- 
formation had been brought to him in 
Hogland by his esteemed friend Ross, and 
that he was able to get a good idea of what 
the bridge was to be before ht came to 
Canada. He added that it was one of the 
proudest days of his life when he was call- 
ed to confer with the engineers of the 
Grand Trunk Railway on bridging the St.

‘Ihe 
new masonry is the finest of its kind that 
has ever been built in Canada. It is made 
of blue limestone, sound and close in tex- 
ture, and is the nearest approach to granite 
that could be obtained. In carrying on the 
new work the courses of the old masonry 
are, to a great extent, being followed. 
Each stone is set in the best Belgian 
cement and bound with an iron clamp sunk 
2 tt. 2in. into the top bed of the block, 
held in place by an inch iron bar driven 
nine inches throuzh the joint of the stone 
in‘o the course below, fastened with a fox 
tail wedge at the bottom and rivetted on 
top.

Llow 
it came about that this Hag,by successive 
alterations, became our present “juck”’ 
ia very interestingly told in Mr, Bar 
low CGumberland’s recently published 
book, “The Story of the Union Jack.” 
Here we huve not only the history of 
thie flag, but neceasurily also no large 
umount ef Moglish amd contemporary 
history, It is one of the books that 
should be found in every British home, 
for it rewts of one of the ssurees of 
the deep and heartfelt feeling that 
binds the whole British empire together. 
By the aid of archaeological illustra- 
tions, coler printing and excellent 
typography, combined with a lucid and 
forcible style of writing, Mr. Cyumber- 
land has told us all that there is to 
know about the union jack. , As supreme 
president of the Sons of England the 
author may be said to speak somewoat 
in au oficial sense on this subject. But 
his work cannot fail to live as the 
treatise of an author who evidently set 
out with the idea of doing his work as 
well as it could possibly be done. ‘That 
he has achieved his object will be 
readily admitted by those who read these 
very interesting pages 

Beginning with some remarks on the 
“Instincts of Emblems," our author pro- 
ceeds to tell us of the origion of various 
national flags. Not the least interesting 
part of his book is that which describes 
the evolution of the Stars and Stripes 
from the grand union flag of 1776 to the 
United States flag of 1897. Then we 
have the origion of the various “jacks” 
and also the way in which flags came 
to be called “jacks” atall, Mr, Cumber- 
land disposes of the suggestion that 
this appellation arose from an abbrevi- 
ation of “Jneques,” the name in French 
of James VI, of Scotland, by showing 
that there were “jacks” long before 
that time, and traces ‘kt to the 
wearing of emblems on the “jacques,” 
or surcoats, of soldiers. It was from 
the raising of one of them upon a lance 
or staff in order to show the nationality 
of those on board when troops were be- 
ing conveyed by water, that the single 
flag, bearing upon H only the cross of 
St. George or the cross of St. Andrew, 
came to be known as a “jack,” and 
from this origin, too, the small flagpole 
at the bow of the ship is still called the 
‘jack staff.’ The “lesson of the 
crosses,” the “Iriah Jack,” and the 
“I'nion Jack, the flag of Canada,” are 
also well treated, and the book as a 
whole is one which brings to u focus 
and makes evailable much floating infor- 
mation of a useful and = entertaining 
ehnracter which otherwise would entall 
a long hunt through the archives of the 
past. For the vigorous way in which 
the author has gone npon this hunt and 
given us the result of it, the best thanks 
of readers are due.—Toronto Mafl and 
Empire.

There was a good deal of interest on 
St. Francois Xavierstreet today over 
the news from London to the effect 
that the Canadian Pacific Railway badd 
provided for the construction of the 
Crow's Nest Pass lme by a $5,000,000 
iestie of preferred stock, and that the 
drop af a little over one point in the 
common stock was brought about by 
the deal in question. The drop could 
only be explained by the fact that a 
pool many hoklers of common stock 
were unlonding m order to be free to 
ourchase the preferred, The vice 
president, amd he said it was not cor 
rect that an issue of £1,000,000 had been 
made, as stated on the street. but the 
facts were these: The Oanadian VPacl- 
fic had made arrangements in London 
that would secure them ad! the money 
they would require on the Crow's Nest 
Pass til] the middle af next yeur, the 
same to be met by the issuing of pre- 
ferred stock, as the money would be re- 
quired. Mr, Shaughnessy admitted that 
the slight drop in London might be 
ciueel for the reason given above, but 
onother C. P. R. officind said it was 
on account of the war scare between 
Pngland and France. “I would like,” 
he said, “to see the newspapers sup- 
pressed for one yeur, and by that tinue 
the business interests of the country 
wonld be on a good footing.” 

A terrible collisian took place this 
morning on the belt electric tramway 
which connects the city with Bout de 
I! Isle, 12 miles down the river. One 
car was going down and the other com- 
ims up, and they met with such terri- 
ble force that one of the motormen, 
named St. Pierre, was killed instantly, 
while the second was badly injured. 
Someone, af ocurse, blundered. 

Before leaving for Rome, Mgr. Bru- 
chesi gave instructions that a ceremony 
for the dead should be held during the 
month of November in the Catholle 
Cemetery, and consequently grewt pre- 
pinmitions are being made for the sol- 
emn ceremony. Tt is also understood 
that advantage will be taken of the 
great numbers present to have a special 
demonstration at the grave of the late 
Hon. Mr, Mercier. It is extimated that 
there are now no Jess than 300,000 
bodies in the Roman Onthoke Cemetery 
of Montreal. Im other wonls, the city 
of the dead is more populous than the 
city of the living.

Robertson, two of the leading spirits 
of the brigade, and Mr, W. D. Robb, who 
also took a deep interest in the companies, 
have left during the past year, and conso- 
quently in their trial yesterdry the com- 
peting team did not show up as well us ip 
former years. 

Mr. J. Black, Inspector of Boilers and 
Fire Brigades for the company, was pre- 
sent and supervised the competition, which 
was witnessed by a number of citizens. 
The judges were Messrs. W. H. Campbell, 
M, M. Thompson and Ald. Starling ; Mr. 
U. E. Thompson and Capt. Allen kept the 
time. 

Thore were threo moves in the compe- 
tition, which is a dry test, no water being 
turned on. Iu the tirst move the whole 
team runs with the reel and hose 100 
yards to the hydrant, connect with it, lay 
four lengths of hose and attack the nozzle. 

In the second movo the nozzle is de- 
tached, one length of hose put on and the 
nezz'c again attached. 

Tho third move is to take out the third 
length of hose from the hydrant and re- 
place it with a length from the 1eel, 

The following team took part in the com- 
petition ; Capt R. Ivers, Lieut. R. Cott- 
rell, J. Hitchon, EK. Fisher, W. Pringle, 
N. LaLonde, U. Orril, J. Hay, J. Cousins 
aud Goo. Ormand, 

Thoy made the first move in 351-5 sec., 
the 2nd in 10 2-5 secs and the last in 10} 
sec., a total for the three moves of 56 1-5 
sec. 

Afterwaids the two local teams compet- 
lin a wet test, going through the same 
moves, but using water to break a paper 
Gia. 

No. 1 Company was composed of the 
following men; Capt. R. Ivers, Lieut. R. 
Cottrell, W. Pringle, J. McLeay, H. 
Marks, J. Hay, S. Huston, ©. Orrill, H. 
Crozier and J. Barlow. ‘Their time was as

Mr, Bryant be- 
came inuch interested in young Ross, and 
ever after romained his steadfast friend. 

it was during this period thav he becamo 
acquainted with General Garibaldi, who at 
that time was a resident of New York, and 
employed in making candles. This ac- 
quaintanceship soon ripened into a warin 
friendship, which continued unbroken 
down to Garibaldi’s death in 1882. It was 
through Dr. Ross’ efforts in 1874 that 
Garibaldi obtained his pension from the 
Italian Government. In 1851 Dr. Ross 
began the study of medicine under tho di- 
rection of the celebrated Valentine Mott, 
and subsequently under Dr. Trall the 
hydropathist. After four years of unre- 
mitting toil, working a8 compositor during 
the day and studying medicine at night, 
he received his degree of M.D, in 1855, 
and shortly after received the appoint: 
ment of surgeon in the army of Nicaragua, 
then commanded by General William 
Walker, 7 

Tle subsequently became actively and 
eamestly engaged im the anti-slavery 
struggle in the Uuited States, which cul- 
miputed in the obliteration from bondaye 
of four millions of slaves. 


Dr, Ross was a porsonal friend aud co- 
workor of Captain John Brown, the martyr. 


During the Southern rebellion he was 
cnployed by President Lincoln as confiden- 
tial correspondent in Canada, and rendor- 
ed very important service to the United 
States Government. Por this he reovived 
the special thanks of President Lincoln 
and Secretary Seward. When the war 
ended, with the downfall of the Confeder- 
acy, Dr. Ross offered his services to Presi- 
dent Juarez, of Mexico, and received the 
appointment of surgeon in the Republican 
army. The capture of Maximilian and the 
speedy overthrow of ‘he Kimpire rendered 
Dr. Ross’ services unnecessary, and ho re- 
turned to Canada and to the congenial and 
more peaceful pursuits of a naturalist. 


The object of his ambition now was toi 
collect and classify the fauna and flora of 





his native country, a labor never before at- 
tempted by a Cenadian. He has collected 
and classified 570 species of birds, that 
regularly or occasionally visit the Dominion 
of Canada ; 24 species of eggs of birds that 
breed in Canada ; 247 species of mammals, 
reptiles and fresh-water fish ; 3,400 species 
of insects, and 2,200 species of Canadian 
flora. 


Dr. Ross wrote many works, and for his 
contributions to science he received decor- 
ations from several foreign rulers and 
potentates, 


Ho devoted special attention to the 
ornithology, ichthyology, botany and ento- 
mology of Canada ; personally made large 
and yaluablo collections of the fauna and 
flora of Canada ; evriched by his contribu- 
tions, the natural history muscums of 
Paris, St. Petersburg, Vienna, Rome, 
Athens, Dresden, Lisbon, ‘Veheran and 
Cairo, with collections of Canadian fauna 
and flora, 


Dr. Ross leaves three children, nanicly, 
Mrs. M. 8S. Hodder, wife of the Manager 
of the Bank of Commerce at Owen S vind ; 
Mrs. Charles Wemyss Simpson, of Chicago; 
and Dr. Noriwan Ross, of Detroit. 

Ho was a brother of Mr. John Ross, of 
this city, and Mr, Jas. Ross, of Picton.

In Memoriam. 
BY VERNON Ht. 

Peter Washington Bedell was born of 
old U. HW. Loyalist parentage, in the 3rd 
concession of Thurlow, on March 24th, 
1826, When twenty-vicht years of age he 
won the heart and hand of Miss Mar- 
gares Mi. Gilbert, to whom he was united 
in marriage in the year 1854. ‘Two sons 
and one daughter were the fruits of this 
happy union, all of whom survive to mourn 
with their devoted mother the departure of 
a helpmeet true, tender and kind. In the 
year 1856 Mr, Bedell was converted to the 
faith of the Gospel and effected another 
important union that ever after influenced 
his quiet and unassuming, though earnest 
and helpful life. Tt was a union with that 
Christ vyho came to releem him, and whom 
ho implicitly accepted as both Saviour and 
Lord. He at once united with the Method- 
ist Hpiscopal Church, of which he was 
ever a faithful and deyoted member till

According to despatches from Gundaki 
Sir William Loekhart explained his plan 
of attack to his officers lust evening, 
and the advance from Gundaki com- 
menced in the darkness, about 5 o’vlock 
in the morming. The main force, with 
six batteries, moved straight on the 
pass. Detachments were sent to ypernte 
against the villages on the flanks. 

When day dawned all the troops were 
in position at thé foot of the pass. ‘The 
enemy's position was very strong, and 
the appronches to it were greitly ex- 
posed, but until now the resimtince iid 
been trifling, the tribesmen having been 
easily expelled from the villages of Na- 
zens and Kundimishti. 

The Salthe Opened. 

Three batteries opened the attack on 
the pass between 7 and 8 o’cluck, the 
artillery thoroughly searching the eve- 
my’s shelter, while a portion of the 
force turned the enemy's pwaition on 
the right. All six batteries then shelled 
the defence. The enemy could not face 
the fire, and General Gaselee, who led 
the infantry spiritedly, had a compara- 
tively easy task. 

The pass was found to be a series of 
steep rises, affording much dead ground 
to an attacking party. ‘The troops, un- 
der cover of a mountain battery, cap- 
tured height after height, and finally 
the 4th Goorkhas and the West Surrey 
men arrived at the summit together at 
9.30 a.m. 

The enemy now opened a well-directed 
fire nt the troops on the summit, hut 
were effectually cleared from the sur- 
rounding heights in about three hours. 
The total casualties did not exceed 20. 

On fo Arhanugs Miss. 

With the expected capture of Arbun- 
ga Pass to-morrow, which is within 15 
miles of the Afghan froutier at Safed- 
Koh, the work of the column will be 
practically completed, for the main body 
of the Afridis, haying the Peshawur 
column on the east and Sir William 
Lockhart’s force on the south, wili be 
compelled to sue for peace or to seek 
the inhospitable retirement of the Safed- 
Kobrange.

whether good or bad, is carefully noted. 
The reports of the visitors, of whom there 
are three, constantly visiting amongst the 
children, are preserved, the letters to and 
from the children and the changes which 
from time to time have to be made, are reo- 
corded ; so that, except in the extreme 
case of boys or girls in after life intention- 
ally cutting themselves off from connection 
with tho Home, every case is followed up, 
is reywarcly visited and reported on, and 
can be traced for yeas. The need and 
yalue of a centre of influence such as the 
Marchmont Howe supplies cannot be over- 
estimated, Those who have had avy ex- 
perience in placing out children at home 
know that frequent changes are necessary ; 
and so in Canada, owing to sickness, to 
faults of f{2mper (on both sides), to unrea- 
sonable demands on the part of the em- 
ployers, and to other causes, changes are 
inevitable, and were there no ceotral home 
to go to in time of sickness or trouble, no 
Mr, aud Mrs, Wallace to advise or reprove 
and place out again with parental wisdom 
and care, the results to the work would be 
disastrous. As I have said, we saw some 
fifty Manchester boys and girls in their 
new homes in the West. We saw them 
under all circumstances, dining at the farm 
homes of some, taking tea at the homes of 
others, seeing many busy at work on and 
around the farms, and finding others in 
sole charge of the households daring the 
absence of the master and mistress. Of 
ovurse there was varioty both in the homes 
aud in the children ; from the well-dressed, 
educated young woman Of twenty years, 
now the daughter of the house, who re- 
ceived us in the handsomely furnished 
pirlor (and in whom we recalled a poor, 
half-starved child whom we emigrated nine 
years ™#0), to the rough, strong lad in 
coarse farm attire, whose brown cheeks 
and brawny arms testificd to the good food 
sud the pure air; but the homes were a3 a 
rulw excellent, and the children well cared 
or. 


The Act recently passed by the Ontario 
Legislature ** to regulate the immigration 
of dependent children’ will require great- 
er care than ever in selecting those whom 
we send out. Under this Act ‘ta child is 
any boy or girl under 18 years of age,” and 
all socioties ara responsible for the health 
and morals of those whom they emigrate 
up to that age, and might be required
